larging army of men and women desiring work.

war interrupted immigration and then congress passed 
a law limiting rigidly the number admissible during any 
year. Labor acquired a scarcity value and wages rose. 
This is the situation existing today. 


In a number of industries an actual shortage of 


•workers is alleged. Judge Gary points to the numbers 
of Europeans desiring work, and asks why they should 
not be permitted to fill American jobs which now crv 
for men. 


It is difficult to ascertain how real is (lie shortage of 


labor. 
The United States Employment Service, which 


ought to have exact estimates, was so impoverished by 
congress that it is unable to secure this essential infor- 
mation. 
But even assuming that workers cannot lie ob- 


tained in certain industries, the question of a proper pol- 
icy remains. 


High costs of basic material may, in fact, lead to 


dangerous inflation, and wages based on a scarcity value 
of labor do tend to become high. There may thus be a 
menace in tho shortage. On tho other hand.'the lark of 
workers may prevent o\erproduction of plusical goods, 
which would be salutary. Orders would of necessity In- 
postponed and 
consumptive demand 
defi-rred.

would make for stabilisation. Liko\\iso. high \\ages in 
themselves add to the consumptive capacity of tho peo- 
ple, and j»o to Hit it.-oiuvcs of the imme market. 


On the economic side the issue is thus fairly mixed.
